Where else in the world will you find 
lifes attractive superfluities so ingeniously 
studied? Here you can spend a million pounds in 

morning’s shopping and take your purchases 
ome in your pockets. See the windows stocked 
ith magnificent trivialities, and note how impos- 
ing with studded jewels are the little odds and 
ends which have passed through the hands of 
those amazing craftsmen the jewelers. The whole 
treet is a museum of treasures; it is an education 
to spend a day looking at the windows. 


This may be thought mere journalese, 
but the fact remains that Old Bond St., 
with its quaint, double-fronted, bow-win- 
dowed jewelry shops, cheek by jowl with 
the 20th century gigantic plain window 
fronts, presents 150 yéars of history in 
shop fronts, and also in the history of jew- 
elry, silver and bronzes, for here are lo- 
cated great modern French firms and old 
English houses vying with one another in 
the expression of modern taste in jewelry, 
while the antique dealers, such as the 
famous Wertheimers, exhibit to covetous 
eyes jewelry and bronzes of the Renais- 
sance. In the little continuation called 
New Bond St., which links Old Bond St. 

Piccadilly, is located the famous house 
of Crichton, where some of the most won- 
derful specimens of antique silver are 
housed, but it is feared that the days of the 
old-fashioned street where kings and 
princes were wont to stop are over, and it 
will probably be ultimately replaced by Re- 
gent St., which runs almost parallel with it. 
Indeed, the great difficulty of the past 25 
years has been to decide upon a location 
where one’s capital might safely be invested 
without fear of a change of venue on the 
part of the public, and when I read the 
above quoted paragraph I could not help 
thinking how transient are the names which 
become a household word and then fade 
away. I call to mind the fact that over the 
handsome portals of ,Messrs. Hunt & Ros- 
kell’s is a large black board with the legend 
“To Let” upon it, and yet here George, the 
Prince Regent, and his father and family

| Storr. Just how long before Bond 
St. loses its high status it is difficult to 
edict, but the great western shopping 
rea in which Bond St. is situated is grad- 
‘ly squeezing the life and warmth out 
the long, narrow thoroughfare, and as 
have already mentioned Regent St. and 
western part of Oxford St. also may 
long become the “great white ways.” 


Speaking of the change of venue brings 
to mind that Cheapside, the great central 
street of old London, is now given over to 
the tailor, hosier, outfitter and restaura- 
teur, whereas in the good old days it was 
the street of the goldsmiths, who sat in 
their windows, working or exhibiting their 
wares to stately dames and bewigged and 
beruffled gallants. Holborn also was once 
a great shopping thoroughfare, rents as 
high as £700 per annum, with rates half as 
much again, being paid by jewelers, but 
one by one they have disappeared, and the 
bogus auctioneer has taken their place. 

Not only have the shopping districts 
changed, but also the style of window 
dressing and the class of goods on sale, 
and even in Bond St. one can find a ring 
at a couple of guineas or a thousand 
pounds. Time was when only the most 
expensive jewelry could be bought in this 
street of commercial princes, but now they 
cater for the short purse as well as the 
long. Londoners certainly are somewhat 
conservative, particularly the wealthy class, 
and prefer the old-fashioned streets and 
old-fashioned shops to the palatial build- 
ings in the broad, brilliantly illuminated 
thoroughfares, but they are gradually turn- 
ing aside and making their purchases where 
the crowd will go, and it is this definite 
tendency towards democratic shopping 
which demonstrates the fact that the old- 
fashioned narrow street, which a little over 
a hundred years ago was thronged with 
gaily dressed men and women, will sooner 
or later resound only to the whirr of the 
motor ’bus as it makes its way along what 
is becoming a deserted promenade. 

A new fashion is being adopted by ultra- 
smart men in London, and they are becom- 
ing wearers of jewelry like women. They 
carry their money in tiny chain purses of 
fine gold mesh; their silken collars are 
held together with jeweled gold brooches, 
and a wrist watch on one arm is balanced 
by a gold banglé on the other, while quite 
recently I noted a waistcoat decorated by 
a locket-pendant circled with diamonds, 
which was hanging around the wearer’s 
neck. Then they carry gold-knobed sticks, 
chased and embossed in the most elaborate 
fashion, some even bearing the owner’s 
monogram in diamonds or other precious 
stones, and a gold ring on the first finger 
of one hand, with another on the third 
finger of the other, each conspicuous with 
a magnificent diamond, is quite a moderate 
display. 

Of actual Easter novelties there are prac- 


which particularly attracted my attention 
was cleverly covered in blue morocco, with 
a gold mount at the opening and push- 
piece set with a cabochon sapphire to match 
the leather; this contained a dainty plati- 
num ring set with a single lustrous pearl. 

Then there are, of course, the usual run 
of silver eggs with plush cushions in a va- 
riety of colors to act as the pinholder, and 
some little silver and gold egg charms con- 
taining dice. One charming little Easter 
gift, which has a permanent if silent ex- 
pression of tender meaning, is in the form 
of a flat gold case somewhat after the 
style of a locket, on which the word 
“Dearest” is expressed by means of a series 
of small gems, the initial letters of which 
form the significant word. Although it 
has an eminently practical purpose, for it is 
really a powder and puff case with mirror 
lid. yet it is so entirely decorative in ap- 
pearance that it is a desirable acquisitior. 
as an ornament, while the grouping of the 
gems in the shape of a horseshoe makes it 
of further value as a luck-bringer. 

Opera glasses designed especially for 
women are as small as possible and ex- 
quisitely decorated, enamel in pale and 
vivid colors being the favorite method of 
adornment. for these charming little requi- 
sites. A pair in vieux rose enamel, with 
lorgnette handle of the telescopic variety 
which pushes in so that the glasses fit into 
a very small space, has a diminutive bag of 
the same colored velvet, lined with white 
satin, and fitted with a silken cord to hang 
on the wrist. Another of similar shape, 
carried out in palest green enamel, has a 
tiny watch rimmed with brilliants cun- 
ningly inserted in the handle; these also 
fold up into a very small compass, and fit 
into a neat little purse of colored leather 
to match, which has all the appearance of 
the usual receptacle for hard cash. A de- 
lightful pair made of aluminum, enameled 
in turquoise blue with mother-of-pearl 
rims, are especially convenient on account 
of their light weight. Very beautiful also 
are a pair in real tortoise shell with silver 
rims, encased in a soft brown suede bag.

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| A Book of Sketches by Cellini.* 








ONG the drawings by old masters lent 
A y J. Pierpont Morgan to the Metro- 
i. Museum of Art, New York, is a 
| of pen-and-ink sketches on 15 leaves 
‘it paper, the water-mark of which un- 
nately appears in small part only, not 
ch to be read. Most of the drawings 
hasty sketches or memoranda of orna- 
ment such as volutes, terms, cartouches, 
masks, details for rings, pendants, mirror 
frames, cups and other products of the 
goldsmith’s art; but there are several more 
carefully finished, like one on Leaf II, a 
handle for a mirror, representing a female 
term supporting the rim of the frame; a 
covered cup on Leaf IX (recto); another 
cup on Leaf XII (recto) ; and sketches for 
rings and pendants. On Leaf II (verso) is 
a sketch of a long-bearded figure of a saint 
or prophet (Moses, perhaps) in a niche, 
which brings to mind the small figures in 
the pedestal of the Perseus; on Leaf IV 
(verso) is a quickly-drawn arrangement for 
a curved panel, with a Silenus term and 
two seated nude male figures; while on 
Leaf VII is a vigorous drawing of a 
winged female figure, with arms out- 
stretched with garlands, bearing a basket of 
fruit on her head. 

Under a sketch for what may have been 
intended for a book-cover, on Leaf X 
(recto), is-a nearly illegible word which 
appears to be nielo, while on the last page, 
beneath three sketches for a s'milar object, 
a brooch perhaps, are the words, Part— 
da oro Smalto, 

The leaves, bound in a volume by Zahnes- 
dorf, of London, in 1908, were not bound 
originally, but were sewn together for use 
as a sketch-book. They suffered a con- 
siderable period sof ‘neglect, and were se- 
verely damaged by dampness, water and 
other enemies before they were saved to 
us by the action of a friend of the artist, 
who found them, counted and numbered 
the leaves, and straightened them out so 
that they-should all appear right side up 
when the book is held in the hand—the 
artist having drawn on the pages which- 
ever side up they came. 

A careful person evidently, and apprecia- 
tive of the value of the sketches, this friend 
furthermore wrote a memorandum on the 
second page (as bound it has become the 
first page) which reads as follows: a gloria 
elerna | de meser Benvenuto | Celini 
som[m]o scultore | morto en Fiorensa | 
Van[n]o 1570. io Rafael[ljo | da montelupo 
sculiore | tenne per suo ricordo. 

This Raffaello da Montelupo (1505- 
1566), to whom we owe this precious book 
of Benvenuto Cellini’s, was a sculptor and 
the son of a sculptor, Baccio or Barlo- 
tomeo, and according to Vasari was of no 
little distinction. He worked under Michel- 
ingelo in the Sacristy of San Lorenzo in 
llorence, and he held the post of architect 
f the Castel Sant’ Angelo at Rome for 


““H. W.K.,” in the Bulletin of the Metropolitan 
‘useum of Art, 


which, among other sculptures, he made a 
great marble angel which crowned the point 
of the dome before it was displaced by one 
in bronze. Besides being of repute in his 
profession—he would have been even more 
distinguished, says Vasari, if he had not 
been so “gentle and diffident’—he was 
somewhat of a writer also, having co:n- 
posed his autobiography, which was pub- 
lished by Vasari as a commentary to his 
life (ed Milanesi, cit., Vol. 1V, pages 551- 
562). Indeed, it is certain statements in 
Raffaello’s writings corroborative of Cel- 
lini’s narrative of his life, his famous Auto- 
biography, which give him importance to- 
day. During the attack upon the Castel 
Sant’ Angelo in the Constable de Bour- 
bon’s siege of Rome, Cellini himself intro- 
duces us to his friend in the following 
words: 

“Do you know that if it had not been 
for me that morning, when the Imperialists 
entered the Borgo they would have invaded 
the Castell without any hindrance; and that 
I, without being rewarded upon that head, 
threw myself vigorously upon the guns 
which the gunners and soldiers of the gar- 
rison had abandoned and inspired courage 
into one of my good friends, who was 
called Raffaello da Montelupo, a scu!ptor, 
who also having himself given up had put 
himself in a corner, overcome with terror 
and doing nothing. I aroused him; and 
he and I alone slew so many of the enemy 
that the soldiers took another route.” 

Fellow citizens of Florence, with a 
friendship cemented by a stirring adventure 
like this and having kinship in their art, it 
would have been strange indeed if Raf- 
faello should not have known Benvenuto’s 
sketches when he saw them. His certifi- 
cate should be sufficient to prove their au- 
thorship, and it would be guarantee enough 
for anyone except the ultra-critical. It 
would seem as if Cellini, who was a ’pro- 
lific producer of the objects of his craft, 
would have left many sketches, yet his 
biographers, including the most thorough 
and painstaking Eugene Plon, decline to 
ascribe to him definitely those which are 
called by his name except one, a hasty 
sketch of his coat-of-arms, now in the Na- 
tional Library at Florence. When, how- 
ever, it is remembered that Cellini had an 
aversion to copying other people’s work, 
and that the nature of his own handicraft 
did not require elaborate studies, only 
working drawings or memoranda, perhaps 
it is not surprising that more from his pen- 
cil does not exist. 

It has been thought that the sketches 
under consideration show evidence of two 
hands, that someone else used the book 
besides Cellini, because while some of the 
sketches are drawn with a coarse pen with 
short, incisive line, firm and strong in 
handling, others done with a fine line show 
a hesitating almost timid force behind 
them. But as these two kinds of lines are 
sometimes used in the same drawing, and 
sometimes in drawings for the same ob- 
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ject placed side by side, and again when 
we remember that our nervous, h ghly- 
strung artist and swashbuckler, bold as he 
was upon occasion, must have had his weak 
moments, we are inclined to find this a 
matter of different pens instead of d.f- 
ferent artists. 

It remains for us to consider as evidence 
of Cellini’s ownership of the book the 
words written beneath the sketches on 
Leaves X and XV. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, they do not agree with the sample of 
handwriting shown in the two pages of Cel- 
linis manuscript of the Autobiography 
(Poirot) ascribed to him upon his own 
statement, but they do correspond with the 
handwriting of Raffaello! This would lead 
us to wonder whether, granting the sketches 
may have been made by two different peo- 
plo,e one of them may have been Raf- 
faello. But this theory will not hold, be- 
cause Raffaello numbered the pages after 
the book had sustained its damage and the 
sketches were made before this happened. 

When all is said, it seems wise to come 
back to our Raffaello, the gentle and dif- 
fident, and to accept as guarantee enough 
his statement that this was Cellini’s book, 
letting him corroborate the drawings for 
us as he confirms his friend’s narrative for 
the historian.

this method of casting is adopted it is, 
I of course, obvious that “undercutting” 
. the model does not matter and need not 
avoided as the mould is not pulled 
wway from the model, but the model is 
melted out of the mould. But even if the 
‘ast is perfect it will require working over 
with scraper, scorper and chasing tool, as 
the surface of a casting is entirely differ- 
ent in character to that of wrought metal, 
and never looks well when brought to- 
gether with wrought parts in the same 
piece of work. Before it can be used with 
success in conjunction with wrought work 
it has, in fact, to be given that peculiar 
and characteristic quality of wrought work 
namely, a close texture. It is impossible 
to alter the general mass of the casting, for 
cast metal is always much more porous in 
texture than wrought metal, where the 
cells of the metal are driven together by 
repeated beating, but the surface of the 
casting can be made more like wrought 
work by first removing the outer “skin” 
with various shaped scrapers used like a 
rifler, and then tooling all over with chas- 
ing punches to close; up the pores of the 
metal, at any rate, on the immediate sur- 
face. If-~skilfully done (and it should be 
noted that it must be well done, or it had 
better be left untouched, for I have seen 
very nice pieces of modeling and casting, 
absolutely altered out of all recognition 
by the “chaser” and completely spoiled; in 
fact, if at-all possible the chasing of the 
casting should be undertaken by the mod- 
eler, or, at any rate, by a chaser who is a 
modeler), it will look much more interest- 
ing and more like a wrought piece of work 
than before it was worked over, although 
I do not think it will look quite as well as 
if it had been actually wrought; that is to 
say, the general shape “raised” and the or- 
namentation “snarled” up, and then worked 
out from the front. .For as a cast piece it 
is rather large in proportion to the whole 
cup; as a general rule in objects, such as 
cups, bowls, flagons and caskets, in fact, 
in all things in which the principal parts 
are wrought the smaller the cast pieces the 

better will be the effect of the whole. 


In the case of the three dolphins on the 
oot, they cannot possibly be beaten out of 
he main shape and must be cast. They 
can be cast either by the ordinary “piece 
mould” method or the “waste wax” method, 
but I do not think that in this case the 
latter method is worth the trouble, as even 
if cast in this way they will still require a 
fair amount of carving and cutting away 
at the back in order to fit accurately on to 
the foot. Whichever method is adopted, 
however, one of them should be modeled 
‘on the foot in the first place, and the mould 
taken from this while on the foot, so as to 
get the general line and shape correct, but 
even if this is done (as already mentioned), 
they will require a certain amount of fitting

after they are cast. Nothing looks so bad 
in work of this nature as “applied” pieces 
which do not fit properly, and this is par- 
ticularly so here, where almost the entire 
casting has to follow the line of the foot, 
and, to make the fitting still more intricate, 
is wedged in between the lobes. This fit- 
ting cannot be made entirely by means of 
filing, as is often the case; after they have 
been filed up, the backs of the dolphins 
will have to be hollowed out, in order that 
the foot, which becomes circular towards 
the top, may fit up closely. Scorpers, or 
small gouge-like chisels are best used for 
this work, smoothing over the surface after- 
wards with one or two small rifflers; but 
the exact method of procedure in particu- 
lar cases rests very much with the indi- 
vidual craftsman, the only essential factor 
being accuracy and neatness. Having cut 
away as much, or rather a little less than 
you think absolutely necessary, the casting 
should be tried on the foot, and after care- 
fully noting the points of contact which 
prevent the casting fitting down closely, a 
very little can be cut away at these points, 
and it can then be tried again on the foot; 
and this process must be repeated again 
and again until a perfect fitting has been 
obtained. The chief care must be not to 
cut away too much at one point, for if this 
should happen, it would mean cutting back 
the entire surface, in order to make this 
particular point touch again. Of course, a 
piece of metal could be fitted and soldered 
over the spot which had been cut back too 
far, but this would probably take longer, 
and might even not be so satisfactory. If 
the three dolphins are fitted very accu- 
rately, very little solder will be necessary 
to solder them securely on to the foot, and 
a clean soldering will result, which will re- 
quire no cleaning vp with scorpers and 
scrapers, thus adding considerably to the 
general appearance of the work, for’if once 
you have to set about improving the ap- 
pearance of a solder line by cutting and 
scraping away superfluous solder, even if 
carefully and skilfully done, it will never 
look quite so well as a solder line which 
has not touched after the solder has 
“flushed.” 


When the three main parts of the cup, 
namely, the foot, the stem and the bowl, 
have been finished, the question arises as 
to how they are to be fixed together. They 
can be soldered together as in the original, 
thus making the whole cup into one actual 
piece, or, as explained in a previous article, 
the three pieces can be screwed together; 
as there is no enameling, either method is 
quite practical, and it is therefore largely 
a matter of individual taste. Whichever 
method is adopted, it is advisable to pro- 
vide some slight form of fitting which will 
make it possible for the three pieces to be 
actually fitted into one another. Even if 
the parts are all to be soldered together, 
it is not sufficient to stand one part on top 
of another, and to tie it and solder it; the 
probabilities are that the parts will shift in 
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the fire, with the result that, when soldered, 
the cup will not look straight. It is quite 
a simple matter to fit the three parts to- 
gether in such a way that they will hold 
together, even without the aid of binding- 
wire, but when they have also been tied, 
there will not be the slightest possibility of 
them shifting in the fire. All that is re- 
quired in the case of the stem and foot is 
to solder a little bezel inside the bottom 
of the knob (that is, the lower part of the 
stem piece), allowing it to project about 
1-16 inch; if, then, a hole is cut out at the 
top of the foot, and carefully filed until 
the projecting bezil of the stem-piece fits 
into this very tightly, it will be found that 
the two parts can be soldered together 
without the slightest danger of them shift- 
ing in the fire. The same principle can be 
applied in soldering the bowl of the cup 
onto the stem-piece, The top step of the 
moulding can be made separately out. of 
square wire, and soldered in the form of a 
collar or bezil onto the bottom of the bowl, 
after which the top of the stem-piece can 
be fitted into this and the whole soldered 
together. The practical craftsman, in the 
course of his work, will no dowbt discover 
very many different ways of arriving at the 
same result; I have here only indicated 
very briefly the principle of the thing in 
its simplest form. 

I should not like to conclude these re- 
marks on this particular cup without re- 
ferring to the method of polishing a mod- 
ern piece of work of a similar nature. 
Nowadays the polishing of nearly all sil- 
verware is done by means of power lathes, 
and it is possible to obtain fair results by 
this method (although I do not think the 
work is improved as a rule) if the work- 
man be a careful one, and the work so pol- 
ished has a plain surface. But, if the ob- 
ject to be polished is covered with delicate 
repoussé work and chasing like this cup, 
then it will be absolutely ruined if polished 
by means of a power lathe. For the pol- 
ishing brush fixed to the lathe has one 
movement only, and, revolving at a tre- 
mendous rate, will speedily obliterate all 
fine work, particularly on top of the lobes, 
which would naturally catch the brush 
most of all. The only satisfactory method 
of polishing a cup of this type is to polish 
all the decorated parts by hand, only using 
the lathe for the plain parts, although ‘it 
can, of course, be dispensed with even 
here. With hand polishing (which it must 
be admitted, however, is a tedious and 
lengthy process) it is possible, either by an 
up and down movement or a circular move- 
ment, to obtain the desired amount of 
polish just wherever it is required, and 
without injury to the work, and it has the 
additional advantage of making it physi- 
cally impossible to obtain that tremendous 
polish, and consequent glass-like surface, 
which is such an objectionable feature of 
machine-polished work. W. S.

No fee is required to become a member 
of the association, but those who desire 
may become members of the national body 
upon the payment’ of $50 annual dues. A 
fund, however, was started in Pittsburgh 
to provide the necessary expense that will 
arise from time to time. The meeting was 
in session for more than two hours, and 
during that period the firms represented 
at the gathering engaged in much discus- 
sion regarding the so-called abuses which 
the wholesalers and jobbers desire to have 
eradicated and which, it is asserted, will 
be put up to the mannfacturers. The prin- 
cipal speakers during the evening were 
Otto Heeren, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Gerwig 
and Mr. Davis, and each of these men 
gave their views regarding certain matters 
confronting them for a solution. 

Matters of special concern discussed 
were long time terms that are given, price 
cutting and manufacturers selling direct to 
the retailer. One particular matter was 
discussed with considerable emphasis, and 
that was the alleged habit of manufactur- 
ers selling to department stores through 
wholesalers and jobbers, the latter receiv- 
ing a straight commission of six per cent. 
on account o* the “tip,” as it might be 
called, to the concern which sells the goods 
to the department store. Then, again, it 
was asserted that frequently a manufac- 
turer’s salesman will go direct from a re- 
tail establishment to a wholesale and job- 
bing house and offer his goods there at 
practically the same prices that he has sold 
them to the retailer. The point is made 
that, in so doing, legitimate trade is inter- 
fered with. It was not asserted that all 
manufacturers are doing what is charged, 
but it is said that a number are actually 
doing so. 

Then the subject of the general abuses 
of the trade was taken up, the credit item 
being one of particular moment.  Pitts- 
burgh howses have, during the last year 
r two, watched credits pretty closely, and 
the proposed enactment into a law of the 
‘alse statement act, as fathered by the 


Pittsburgh Association of Credit Men, 
will, is is said, go a long way toward rem- 
edying some of thece abuses. 

It was decided that Mr. Gerwig should 
do a little missionary work when he goes 
to Providence to attend the jewelers’ con- 
vention. It was also decided to hold an- 
other meeting of the association within the 
near future, perhaps the latter part of this 
month, when the questions discussed at the 
meeting last night will receive further con- 
sideration, and probably definite action 
taken regarding some of the matters com- 
plained of.

cils, asking that immediate consideration be 
accorded them in the matter of increased 
police protection. 

To bring the matter before the city in 


the proper way,. Common Councilman 
Morris E. Conn, of the Eighth Ward, 
which embraces the endangered area, 


presented a resolution before Councils, 
asking that the Director of~the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety explain why the 
Sansom St. business men had not been 
given adequate protection irom burglars 
and from fire and calling for immediate 
action. With Common’ Councilman Robert 
D. Dripps, of the 22d Ward, leading the 
opposition, and arguing that the resolu- 
tion was too sweeping in its character and 
that it exaggerated the laxity of the police 
protection~in the section mentioned, the 
measure was k-lled by a vote of 46 to 25, 
ifter a motion to have it referred to the 
Committee on Police and Fire had been 
defeated. 

The letter which resulted 
by Councils was signed by most of the 
jewelers on Sansom St. between 7th and 
sth Sts. It called attention to the many 
daring thefts which had recently occurred 
in that section, where the business men 
should have protection and were not get- 
ting it. It then asked that the police 
guardianship be increased at once. 

In referring to the letter, Mayor Blank- 
‘nburg .s said to have facetiously remarked 
that if the “Association of Safe Blowers’ 
ind Cracksmen” would inform when a rob- 
ery Was to occur, he would see that a 
oliceman was present to prevent it. This 
vas one of the mayor’s remarks which 
lighly incensed the jewelers.

“The robbery of our places of business 
is entirely too serious a question for politi- 
cal barter. All the politics in the world 
would not restore the goods of our busi- 
ness men which have been stolen. What 
we want is protection. Our real estate 
assessments have increased 50 per cent. 
since last year. Our police protection has 
decreased almost that, if not more. 

“We are taxpayers and have thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property in our neigh- 
borhood and yet we are not accorded as 
much police protection as a row of dwelling 
houses with a little grocery store on the 
corner, where the entire investment does 
not represent nearly as much in some in- 
stances as one of our jewelry stores does.” 

Councilman Conn in speaking of the 
matter declared that he would aid the jew- 
elers in every manner possible. He spoke 
of the lax methods which were in vogue in 
the 5th police precinct of the city, which 
embraced the jewelers’ section of Sansom 
St., and said that he had personally called 
it to the attention of Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety Porter. Mr. 
Conn volunteered to go before the Legisla- 
ture at Harrisburg and there take up the 
cause of the business men who were not 
being accorded proper police protection by 
the city.

National Bank against Meyer Bauman, AlI- 
vin L. Bauman and Elsworth Bauman, 
officers of the L. Bauman Jewelry Co., 
which went into voluntary dissolution over 
a year ago on the completion of an audit 
of its books, which was alleged to have 
desclosed a defalcation of $50,000. The 
amount sued for is alleged to represent 
loans, discounts, interest, protest fees and 
attorney fees growing out of transactions 
under a guarantee alleged to have been 
executed by the Baumans to the bank, bind- 
ing them to be responsible for the obliga- 

tions of the company. 

This guarantee, according to the petition, 
was executed April 11, 1909, and bound the 
defendants to pay all loans made by the 
bank to the L. Bauman Jewelry Co., and 
all notes, acceptances and other papers dis- 
counted for the company.

Career of Late Naum Welikson. 

The funeral of Naum Welikson, former 
head of the Naum Welikson Co., 80 Maiden 
Lane, New York, was held Sunday of last 
week from his late home, 125 Van Buren 
St. Brooklyn, the interment being in 
Washington Cemetery. Mr. Welikson died 
at a hospital in Battle Creek, Mich, Feb. 
26, following an operation. 

Mr. Welikson was born in Russia 37 
years ago and came to th’s country in 1904 
from Paris, France, where he had been 
employed by a jewelry manufacturer. 

He started in business on his own ac- 
count on E. 15th St.. New York, in March, 
1905, and. was associated with one Lemm- 
port, under the firm style of Welikson &

Death of Jonathan Johnson. 

Lowett, Mass., March 5.— Jonathan 
Johnson, 94 years of age, and the oldest 
working jeweler in New England, and be- 
lieved to be the oldest Mason in this sec- 
tion, died Monday at kis home, 10 Varnum 
Ave. Mr. Johnson had been failing in 
health for some months. 2 

Jonathan Johnson was born in Groton 
Aug. 7, 1818, and was present at the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the Bunker Hill 
monument, and clearly remembered Gen- 
eral Lafayette, who was the guest of hon- 
or. After the introduction of the electric 
telegraph system Mr. Johnson instructed 
men and women as operators in cities and 
towns from Koston to northwest Vermont. 
He later went to South America and aided 
in the introduction of the telegraph system 
there. 

In early life he Jearned the trade of 
watchmaker, optician and jeweler. His 
skill was so marked that the first Ameri- 
can watches made at Waltham were sent 
to him for an expressicn of his judgment. 
He was also a successful inventor. Mr. 
Johnson joined Pentucket Lodge, A. F. 
and A. M., of this city, in 1849 and at- 
tended until this Winter all the celebra- 
tions of his lodge. He served as council- 
man, alderman and representative, being 
very prominent in the legislature. 

He attributed his long life to total ab- 
stinence in the use of beer and liquor, and 
extra care in eating. 
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Philadelphia Jewelers Endorse Plan for 
One Great Board of Trade in 
That City. 

PHILALELPHIA, Pa., March 7.—Believing 
that combined effort will be a great help 
in the improvement of business conditions, 
the Wholesale Jewelers’ Association has 
come out strongly in favor of the plan pro- 
posed by Alba B. Johnson, president of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, which is in 
effect, that all the business organizations 
in Philadelphia shall combine into one 

greater board of trade. 

Philadelphia held a first place in the jew- 
elry industry for many years, but now its 
supremacy as a jewelry center ‘s challenged 
by many cities, and the jewelers here have 
combined to fight for their trade against 
all comers. 

The Wholesale Jewelers’ Association 
covers the trade within 500 miles of Phil- 
adelphia, and issues a publication proclaim- 
ing the greatness of Philadelphia as a jew- 
elry center in and out of season. The 
publication is not a money-making scheme, 
but is employed simply as a boost for the 
city. 

Louis P. White, president of the asso- 
ciation, is highly enthusiastic about the 
plan proposed by Mr. Johnson. A. Reed 
McIntyre, one of the active spirits along 
Philadelphia’s “Maiden Lane,” represents 
the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation on the conference committee to 
consider the proposed merger. D. V. 
Brown, president of the Sansom St. Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, is committed to 
the Johnson plan, and J. F. Neill, secre- 
tary of the association, says that he will 
lead a movement to have the plan endorsed 
by that body.

Several months ago Schoenfeld was em- 
ployed by the wholesale jewelers as the 
sé ‘retary of a collection bureau which he 
organized and named the Denver Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade. All credit inquiries were 
also referred to him. Everything moved 
along in perfect harmony until a few weeks 
ago, so far as known. It should be em- 
phasized that the Denver jewelers are in 
no way responsible under their agreement 
with Schoenfeld for the transactions that 
resulted in his disappearance and the sub- 
sequent warrant for his arrest. 

A few weeks ago a large wholesale house 
of Denver placed in Schoenfeld’s hands an 
account for collection against a concern at 
Big Springs, Tex. The collection was 
pushed vigorously by Schoenfeld with the 
result that after the account was assigned 
to him as trustee substantial remittances 
were soon forthcoming, which, it is said, 
he failed to turn over prior to his hurried 
departure for parts unknown. In this 
transaction the Big Springs concern, it is 
understood, was enabled to make a settle- 
ment of the Denver account for about 28 
cents on the dollar. 

It is said that Schoenfeld was also con- 
nected with a now defunct millinery and 
notion concern in the Enterprise block, 
which left a long Mist of unpaid creditors. 
He was also a collector for other concerns, 

Schoenfeld was last seen near the Den- 
ver post office on Feb. 14 in company with 
a woman.’ A letter evidently sent from 
Omaha to be remailed in Denver was re- 
-e:'ved a few days later.

It of burns sustained when his cloth- 
‘aught on fire in his jewelry shop at 
Market St., a short time ago, was one 
the pioneer watchmakers and jewelers 
this city, and thought not a big mer- 
nt had long been prominent in his 
trade. His death, and particular the cir- 
mstances which led up to it, are deeply 
regretted by his many friends, not only in 
Wheeling, but throughout this section of 
1e country. 

The accident which led to such serious 
results was a peculiar one, Mr. Krieg fell 
asleep while sitting on a chair near the 
stove in his store and in some way his 
clothing caught fire. He would have been 
burned to death at once but for the help 
rendered by Henry Feinler, a city employe, 
who had gone to the store to examine some 
water pipes and who discovered the jew- 
eler in an unconscious condition. Feinler 
put out the flames, but not before Mr. 
Krieg’s legs and feet were horribly burned. 
At first the jeweler refused to be treated 
as an invalid and walked about for several 
days. His condition got so bad and the 
pain became so unbearable that he was 
finally taken to the MHaskins Hospital, 
where he gradually grew worse until the 
end came to relieve his sufferings. 

Deceased, who was in his 67th year, hav- 
ing been born Feb. 28, 1847, had been in 
the jewelry line for over 30 years. Fora 
long time he was at 19 14th St., and in 
April, 1911, removed his business to the 
Market St. store. He was a competent jew- 
eler, a careful business man, and was high- 
ly respected both in his trade and in his 
community.

Anderson Blanton, of Paris, Mo, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the association,

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Men Who Attempt to Rob New York 
Jeweler Glad to Escape Without 
Obtaining Any Plunder. 

Two men entered the store of Louis 
Mendelsohn, at 1866 Third Ave, New 
York, last Saturday morning and asked 
the jeweler to show them rings. Mr. Men- 
delsohn was suspicious and showed them a 
number of rings of little value, and while 
negotiating for the sale of them one of the 
men suddenly reached over the showcase 
and grasped the jeweler by the throat. Mr. 
Mendelsohn managed to free himself and, 
picking up a small stool, he threw it at 
one of the men, who was entering the 
steel gate at the end of the counter, and 

at the same time called loudly for help. 

One of the men struck Mendelsohn in 
the face with his fist, temporarily closing 
one of his eyes. The jeweler seized a small 
clock from a shelf directly behind the 
counter, intending to throw it at the man, 
but at that moment three other men en- 
tered the store. Mr. Mendelsohn thought 
at’ first they had come to his assistance, 
having heard the commotion in the store, 
but this was not the case, as two of the 
men attacked him viciously. 

The jeweler succeded in holding closed 
the gate leading behind the showcases and 
keeping the men from entering. Isaac Win- 
grand, proprietor of a shoe store adjoin- 
ing that of the jewelry shop, accompanied 
by several others who had been attracted 
by the cries for help, ran into the estab- 
lishment and the five men made for the 
door. They succeeded in brushing aside 
Wingrand and the other men and ran south 
on Third Ave., and after running several 
blocks scattered and disappeared. 

When the attempt at robbery took place 
Mr. Mendelsohn had just opened his shop 
and was arranging his stock in the show- 
cases, which run around the walls of the 
store. According to the jeweler, it was at 
least 1% minutes after the men had es- 
caped before a policeman appeared, al- 
though the shop is only two blocks away 
from the East 104th St. police station. 

Detectives from headquarters who were 
assigne?t to the case are now investigat- 
ing. Robberies and attempted robberies of 
this kind have become very prevalent in 
that district of the city and the police are 
cn the lookout for what they believe to. 
be an organized gang of daylight holdup 
men. 

Mr. Mendelsohn, who is a_ practical 
watchmaker, started in business on his own 
account in 1896 in Delancey St., subse- 
quently moving to his present address at 
1866 Third Ave.

The hearing \in the contest brought by 
the heirs-at-law against the probate of the 
will of Fannie N. Tappan, of Attleboro, 
widow of the late William C. Tappan, was 
commenced on Monday morning at Taun- 
ton before Judge Alger. The estate is 
estimated at nearly- $1,000,000. The con- 
testants are Myra Cobb, Attleboro; Grace 
E. Cobb, Attleboro; Charles Moffitt, North 
Scituate, R. I.; Walter L. Moffitt, Los An- 
geles; Leah B. Frink, West Somerville; 
Clarence C. Cobb, Wrentham, and A. Leon 
Cayford, Belfast, Me., all relatives of Fan- 
nie N. Tappan. It is intimated that one 
of the ground on which the contestants 
base their claims is that the will was pro- 
cured by undue influence on the part of 
one of the principal legatees, who is not a 
blood relative. Under the will Charles H. 
Tappan was given all the rights and title 
of the D. F. Briggs Co., one of the larg- 
est manufacturing jewelry plants in the At- 
tleboros. Frank E. Tappan, her nephew, 
was given her interest in Bates & Bacon, 
another well-known jewelry concern. 

The case of the Cornell-Andrews Smelt- 
ing Co. vs. the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road was argued in the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court on last Thursday. The litiga- 
tion dates back seven years, and the suit 
has been three times before the Superior 
Court and three times before the Supreme 
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Court. In July, 1904, the Superior Court 
confirmed the commissioners’ report on the 
grade crossing abolition, which required 
that the Olive St. extension be built through 
the land of the smelting company in such 
a way as to block its only egress. In Feb- 
ruary, 1906, the grade crossing workers 
made their entry upon the land of the 
company, and in the following month pet'- 
tions for the award of damages were filed 
by the smelting company and the lessee of 
part of its land. The first suit was brought 
against the town and the railroad jointly, 
and resulted in a $5,842 verdict against the 
railroad. The case went to the Supreme 
Court, and in 1909 a new trial was ordered.

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HE statistics for 
the commercial 
failures during Feb- 
ruary have just been 
completed by R. G. Dun & Co. and make 
a very creditable showing fcr the month as 
far as the number of insolvencies are con- 
cerned. The aggregate of the liabilities 
was swelled somewhat out of proportion 
owing to the fact that there were a few 
failures of unusual size. According to the 
figures just made public, the total number 
of insolvencies in the month was 1,454, as 
compared with 1,539 a year ago; while the 
liabilities amounted to $28,141,258, as com- 
pared with $21,477,923 a year ago. Of this 
total the failures in manufacturing lines 
numbered 340, with liabilities of $14,172,504, 
as against 387 in February, 1912, when the 
liabilities amounted to $11,245,116. In trad- 
ing failures there were 1,064 insolvencies, 
with liabilities of $13,368,418, as against 
1,092 a year ago, when the liabilities were 
$8,792,306. 

As far as the jewelry trade alone is con- 
cerned, the figures contained in the table of 
failures by branches of business which has 
been compiled for Dun’s Review show that 
both in number and amount of liabilities 
they were much less than during February, 
1912, though somewhat above the average 
of the previous years. From this table we 
see that there were 34 insolvencies among 
jewelry and clock dealers last month, with 
aggregate liabilities of $431,290, as. com- 
pared with 44 in February, 1912, when the 
liabilities reached $572,953; 28 in February, 
1911, with liabilities of $401,764; 30 in Feb- 
ruary, 1910, with liabilities of $188,359, and 
30 in February, 1909, with liabilities of 
$288,298.

HE number of as- 
saults, “hold-ups” 
and daring robberies 
in the jewelry trade 
within the past month or two brings up 
forcibly the question of adequate protec- 
tion for the jewelry merchant in a way that 
cannot be ignored. These assaults and rob- 
beries have shown clearly that the jeweler 
is not only in constant danger of losing his 
property as a result of the operat’ons of 
daring criminals, but also in danger of 
bodily harm, if not of life itself; and this 
fact should become sufficiently impressed 
upon the minds of those who have hereto- 
fore escaped to the extent of making them 
take every precaution that they can and that 
the law will allow for the safety of them- 
selves and their employes. What is more, 
they should make these precautions ap- 
parent and let the crooks and highwaymen 
realize that, as far as the jewelry trade is 
concerned, its members intend to use every 
legal means to defend themselves and their 
property. 

Unfortunately, in New York State, at the 
present time a ridiculous statute known as 
the “Sullivan law” has resulted in the prac- 
tical disarming of the reputable citizens of 
the State to the extent that it has put them 
at the mercy of the criminal classes who 
pay even less attention to the statutes for- 
bidding the carrying of firearms than they 
do to the laws against the commission of 
As a result of this statute many

larceny. 
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jewelers of the Empire State have gotten 
rid of their revolvers, and crooks and high- 
waymen, knowing this, have evidently de- 
cided that they can operate with greater 
safety than ever before. To these laws 
against the possession of firearms, as far 
as they affect the general merchant, and to 
the general use by crooks of the automobile, 
which facilitates an escape, we can attrib- 
ute many of the recent crimes. 

However, such laws and conditions must 
be met, and the jewelers in States where 
they exist should not tamely get rid of 
their revolvers or other means of protec- 
tion, but should find out at once exactly 
how they may protect themselves. In New 
York, for instance, every jeweler should 
apply for a permit to keep one or more 
revolvers in his store, and if such permis- 
sion is refused he should take the matter 
up with the chief officers of his town or 
city, and, if necessary, with the Governor 
of the State and the Legislature. 

Under conditions as they now exist, it is 
flying in the face of Providefice for a jew- 
eler to be without means of protecting him- 
self, as such a condition practically invites 
crimes of the character that we have had to 
report in the last two or three months. The 
jeweler must be armed in one way or an- 
other; that is, he must be in a position to 
meet force with force should it become nec- 
essary. The mere fact that he is in such 
a position will probably be sufficient to act 
as a deterrent to the thieves and criminals 
who now think that they can act with little 
or no danger to themselves.

The 
form of the motto suggested is “From 
Greater New York,” and the Statue of Lib- 
erty has been proposed as the emblem. The 
executive committee has invited suggestions 
and a number of responses have been re- 
ceived. 

The members of Abel Bros. & Co.’s Em- 
ployes’ Association gave their third anual 
banquet and ball at Prospect ‘Hall, Brook- 
lyn, Saturday, March 1. The banquet was 
tendered by members of the firm to all 
their employes at 12 p. mM. Among the en- 
tertainers were James R. Cooper, a tenor 
singer, who is a diamond setter. Joseph 
Scott also entertained the guests ’ with 
clever impersonations. The grand march 
was led by Emil R. Patey and Miss Ethet 
Solomon, president and vice-president, re- 
spectively, of the organization.

Another bold robbery occurred early last 
Saturday morning, when thieves cut a hole 
in the show window at the store of S. 
Solodar at 2110 Broadway. The robbery 
was discovered when Officer Hock was 
leaving fixed post at 1.15 a. M. to go on 
patrol duty. As he passed the store he 
noticed that a large piece of glass had been 
cut from one side of the show window and 
that the window display was missing. He 
rapped for assistance, and when Sergeant 
Mahony and Policemen Murray and Mc- 
Cormick of the W. 68th St. police station 
responded an investigation was made. No 
trace of the thieves was found. A police- 
man was dispatched to the home of the 
jeweler at 374 Columbus Ave., and when 
he came to the store and made an inven- 
tory he said that he had been robbed of 
about $250 worth of silverware and gold 
plated jewelry. Among the articles taken 
were bracelets, tie clasps, gold fobs, one 
dozen knives, one dozen spoons, one dozen 
forks, two rings, a number of watch brace- 
lets, hair brushes and three sets of silver. 
Mr. Solodar said that he generally left a 
small display of silverware and jewelry 
in his show window at night, but there 
was always a brilliant light in the store. 
The hole had been cut in the window by 
a diamond: or a glass cutter and was about 
10 inches in width and about two feet 
long. No attempt was made to enter the 
jewelry store and the police could find no 
evidence that the door had been tampered 
with. Had the men entered the store they 
would have had access to about $5,(00 
worth of diamonds, both loose and set, in 
the big safe at the rear of the jeweler’s 
establishment, and to the stock in the cases, 
valued at several thousand dollars more 
This is the second time Mr. Solodar has 
been robbed in a similar manner. In July, 
1912, another show window in a store at 
the same address was broken at about 3 
A. mM. At that time there was about $2!) 
worth of silverware and jewelry in the 
window, all of -which was stolen. The 
thieves were never captured. Detectives 
from the West 68th St. police station have 
been assigned to investigate the robbery 
Saturday morning.

Judge Hand, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court on Monday, granted a dis- 
charge in bankruptcy to Louis Goldfarb, 
952 Delancey St. His liabilities were $9,322. 
Max M. Tannenbaum, 14 Maiden Lane, 
was also granted a discharge from his 
debts. His liabilities were $35,397.

The regular monthly meeting of the 14-

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Edward U. Kahn Ordered to Turn Over 
to Trustee Missing Assets to 
Amount of $9,554. 

Judge Hand, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, New York, has handed down 
an opinion on the petition of Edward U. 
Kahn to review the order of the referee 
in bankruptcy directing him to turn over 
to Jesse Watson, his trustee in bankruptcy, 
merchandise to the value of $18,554 or 
that amount in money. Argument was 
heard on the petition in February and at 
that time the Court reserved decision. The 
Judge has now directed that the order be 
reduced from $18,554 to $9,554, and Kahn 
was directed to turn this amount over to 
the trustee in bankruptcy within five days 

after the filing of the order. 

A petition in bankruptcy was filed against 
Edward U. Kahn, Inc., a corporation which 
imported and manufactured jewelry nov- 
elties, ladies’ neckwear, etc., at 601 Broad- 
way, on Sept. 27, 1911. Jesse Watson was 
appointed receiver, and on Nov. 13, 1911, 
the corporation was adjudicated a bank- 
rupt. The case was placed in the hands 
of William Allen, referee in bankruptcy, 
and the Manufacturing Jewelers Board of 
Trade of Providence, through Attorney 
Chas. L. Greenhall, attorney for trustee, 
prosecuted the case and was finally suc- 
cessful in obtaining an order from Ref- 
eree Allen directing Edward U. Kahn to 
turn over to his trustee in bankruptcy mer- 
chandise to the value of $18,554, or that 
amount of money. Mr. Kahn then asked 
for a review of the findings of the referee, 
and the decision which has now been ren- 
dered follows an argument on this peti- 
tion, 

In his opinion Judge Hand points out 
that the petitioner raised only four points 
upon his appeal and that he would there- 
fore only consider those, the others being 
waived. The points considered were the 
total inventory charged, the credit due to 
fire loss, the amount of goods on hand at 
the bankruptcy and the charging of the 
petitioner with withholding goods which 
belonged to the bankrupt, which he could 
not, under the prevailing system of book- 
keeping, have abstracted. 

Regarding the inventory Judge Hand 
says that the proof was unusually complete, 
and no one can fairly ask for more. The 
second question is that of the fire loss; and 
in passing on this Judge Hand said: 


Here Kahn was entirely discredited, and the 
referee had every right to disregard any quanti- 
tative estimate which he offered. There is, never- 
theless, an embarrassment in the fact that there 
remained undoubtedly a substantial part of the 
goods in stock which are damaged by fire. As to 
their damage the respondent was not, I believe, 
bound to carry the burden of proof after showing 
that it in fact existed. If you have once traced 
specific goods to a man you may call on him to 
show where they have gone, or he will be directed 
to turn them over. If, however, you are trying 
to get from him, not specific goods, but goods 
of a certain value, or that value in money, it will 
always rest on you to show what was the value 
of the goods. I do not think it is enough to 
show what was their cost before they were dam- 
aged, if it be once admitted they are damaged, 
nor does it make a difference that the man you 
are charging has told some knavish story as to 
the amount of the damage. The fact still remains 
that the burden is upon the trustee to trace into 
his hands goods of a certain value and that he does 
not know that until he has himself shown their 
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value. Therefore, once Kahn showed that some 
part of the goods were damaged, the trustee, in 
order to fix his responsibility quantatively, was 
obliged to show what part that was and the 
burden is not changed by showing that his actual 
story was a mere fabrication. There is nothing 
else in the case by which to fix this loss in figures 
by Kahn’s own admission. While, therefore, I 
am as well persuaded as the referee that they 
are false, I must allow them, as without them I 
have no means of knowing what the actual 
amount of goods was—measured in money. 

Regarding the third point, which is the 
amount of goods which came to the receiv- 
ership, Judge Hand says that there is ab- 
solutely nothing to question in the referee’s 
finding. The Judge says: 

The only thing here open to dispute is whether 
all this property, which has certainly been spirited 
away, has gone to Kahn or to someone else. 
If it has, it makes no difference whether Kahn 
was an officer or not. These are possessory pro- 
ceedings, they proceed upon the assumption of 
possession, either avowedly as agent of the bank- 
rupt, or, if under adverse claim, then under col- 
orable adverse claim. There being no color of 
adverse holding here, the sole issue is whether 
Kahn actually has control of the property. 

Upon that issue the referee had ample cause 
to find against him, and he cannot now complain. 
A large amount of property has disappeared; 
somebody must have taken it. Kahn is the man 
from every point of view most likely to do 
so; he had control, he was sole owner, he has 
not hesitated to make up false stories to cover 
the loss, and there is some reason to suspect 
that he debauched one of his assistants to help 
cover up the theft. 


The order of the referee is reduced as 
stated, and so changed: is affirmed by the 
Court, with costs. 








Death of Nathan Glauber. 


Nathan Glauber, a well-known member 
of the diamond trade in New York, who 
was in business at 14 Maiden Lane, died 
at St. Hubert’s Hotel, Manhattan, last 
Thursday from arterial sclerosis. The 
funeral was held Sunday. 

Nathan Glauber was born in New York 
58 years ago and had been connected with 
the diamond trade for years. News of his 
sudden death was received with much re- 
gret by his many friends. 

He was at one time employed by Louis 
Strasburger, and started in the wholesale 
diamond and jewelry business in 1883 as a 
member of the firm of Crundall & Glauber. 
This firm dissolved in 1886 and shortly 
after the firm of Greenberg & Glauber was 
formed. They dissolved in 1892 and Mr. 
Glauber was then joined by his brother, F-: 
Glauber, under the style of N. Glauber & 
Co. This concern went out of business in 
1896, after which Mr. Glauber went in the 
manufacturing hat business. In 1904 he en- 
gaged in the diamond business, but gave 
this up and was joined by L. W. Levy, 
under the style of L. W. Levy & Co. In 
January, 1911, he withdrew and had since 
been in business for himself. 

Deceased is survived by his widow, his 
aged father and by three sisters.

The funeral of Albert J. Lacombe was 
held on Saturday evening at 8 p. mM. from 
his late home, 78 Sandford Ave., Irvington, 
and incineration was held privately at Lin- 
den, N. J., on Sunday. Mr. Lacombe died 
at St. Michael’s Hospital, Newark, from 
heart trouble superinduced by an attack 
of pleuro-pneumonia, with which he was 
stricken a week before. He was a native 
of Irvington, was educated in the schools 
there, and as a youth spent several years 
in Switzerland and France. He was 36 
years old at he time of his death. Until 
three years ago he was a jeweler employed 
by Riker Co., and was a member of the 
Jewelers’ Union at the time of his death 
For several years he was president of the 
West End Improvement Assoc‘ation, He 
is survived by a father and two brothers. 

Inquiry among the manufacturing jew- 
elers of Newark shows that with few ex- 
ceptions the new parcel post is not much 
used by them. In some cases customers 
especially request orders sent that way, 
and their requests are honored. Manufac- 
turers of silver goods and art metal goods 
seem to be the ones who use the parcel 
post more than those who make jewelry. 
The manufactured products are larger and 
more bulky. But even in these lines large 
packages are still sent by express. There 
are several reasons why the parcel post, 
which is so helpful to some branches, has 
been used by manufacturing 
jewelers. In the first place, the majority 
of orders are in very small but valuable 
packages. These have h:therto been sent 
by registered mail. By sending them this 
way the manufacturer getsa receipt for the 
package if delivered, and if it is lost there 
is a record of its travels from the time it 
is accepted by the post office to the time it 
disappears. With the parcel post this is 
not the case. Packages are sent in the 
open mail and there is no receipt coming 
back from the customer. In the case of 
larger packages sent by express the jew- 
elry manufacturers declare full value and 
get a receipt for the package, whereas $50 
is the limit that may be secured through 
the parcel post. Many do not feel like 
paying extra insurance on parcel post pack- 
ages when they are already paying on in- 
surance policies wh'ch guarantees them 
against loss. The indemnity companies 
have not yet included a clause in their 
policies which wll cover parcel post pack-

TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Jewelers are optimistic regarding the trade out- 
look and the prediction is being made that the 
coming Spring and early Summer business will 
be unusually good this year.

The Swiss Jeweler.

la predominating features of the 
Swiss jewelry business are excellent 
workmanship combined with poor taste, a 
large—but ill-displayed—stock, a vast quan- 
tity of gold and silver mounted tortoise-shell 
combs, an extensive use of pink coral, and 
the enormous number of inexpensive silver 
watch chains which change hands during 
the year’s trading. Indeed, it is impossible 
to imagine anything more varied than the 
lines carried by the jewelers of Switzer- 
land, while nowhere will one find harder 
working or, for that matter, more success- 
ful traders. Catering for customers of all 
nationalities and all classes, they usually 
are worth a good round sum when the 
time for retiring from activities arrives. 
A word as_ to the good workmanship. 
Although handicapped—in American and 
English eyes—by the designs and patterns, 
which leave almost everything to be de- 
sired, it commands the admiration of 
everybody in the business, every foreign 
jeweler on a visit to Switzerland admitting 
that for finish, durability and accuracy it 
knows no European rival. The lack of 
taste displayed by the Swiss designers is, 
therefore, all the more to be regretted. It 
is, in fact, often extreme, offending 
grievously against every canon of art, and 
thus causing one to think seriously. For 
the rest, the proportions are wrong; the 
form is faulty; and where several stones 
are used the juxtaposition results in one 
gem killing the other, emeralds being 
placed next to cats’-eyes, and sapphires el- 
bowing turquoises for supremacy. This is 
to be specially deplored, since the stones 
are often of exceedingly fine color and 
shape. Fortunately for the workmen, em- 
ployers do not set any store by contrast, 
while the customer—good soul—is also sat- 
isfied. In a word, neither the jeweler nor 
his patrons are gifted with the sixth sense 
—that of artistic divination. 
Under the circumstances, it is a good 
thing that first-rate workmanship can be 
placed to his credit. As to the manner in 
which the stock is displayed, the jeweler 
usu ially puts quantity before quality. Cram- 
— every available inch of space with 
2s, bangles, chains, studs, sleeve links, 
neil cases, necklaces, watches and so 


forth, no attempt being made at classifica- 
tion, he imagines—in the innocence of his 
heart—that everything is shown to the best 
advantage, whereas the window simply pre- 
sents a large kaleidescopic square, upon 
which it is exceedingly difficult to focus 
the attention. As, however, these strange 
methods bring plenty of grist to the mill, 
they presumably serve their purpose. 

The prevalence of gold and silver mount- 
ed tortoise-shell combs is easily explained. 
A comb is part and parcel of the national 
head-dress, and every woman who can af- 
ford the luxury sports a tortoise-shell one 
mounted in gold or, if gold is beyond her 
means, silver. All-silver combs, projecting 
some six or eight inches above the hair, 
also find favor—especially with the older 
women. These are very slightly curved 
and in some cases engraved in a highly 
ornate manner with the owner’s name, ad- 
dress and the date of her birth and mar- 
riage. It is interesting to note that the 
silver comb is in some request as a birth- 
day gift, and that when funds run to it 
a little gold inlay is added, a form of em- 
bellishment which improves the look and 
value of the gift immensely. 

Pink coral, too, is favored by the wear- 
ers of silver combs, the two, for some 
unknown reason, frequently going together. 
Made up into lockets, chains and other 
nicknacks, which are suspended from coral 
chains, it meets with a steady sale—espe- 
cially among the class known as “les petits 
riches.” The men also find a use for 
coral, setting their affections on tie pins, 
studs and sleeve links of this inexpensive 
substance. Sometimes the lockets and tie 
pins are heart-shaped, and upon a couple 
becoming engaged to be married suitable 
trinkets are exchanged by the swain and 
his betrothed. 

The premises—even in the more impor- 
tant towns—are comparatively small, while 
in Brunnen and other townlets they are 
often diminutive. No expense, however, is 
spared in cleanliness, which is a sine qua 
non with the jeweler, who sees to it that 
the moment the shutters are taken down, 
letting in light upon the scene, every speck 
of dust is removed. Nor, when short- 
handed, is the “boss” above performing 








menial work; should the regular floor- 
scrubber and window-cleaner be absent, he 
thinks nothing of buckling to and doing all 
that is required to make his establishment 
suitable for the hoped-for customers’ in- 


spection. Indeed, this absence of false 
pride is an important factor in his well- 
deserved success, while the pre-eminently 
tactful fashion in which he attends to his 
clients, abstaining from overpressing wa- 
verers and meeting those with slender 
purses in every possible way, is a most 
valuable asset. 

The average Swiss jeweler, in short, is 
a model trader, while his marvelous mem- 
ory for faces enables him to recognize a 
casual customer whom he may not have 
seen for ages—a feat which is gratifying 
to the shopper. For the rest, the gold- 
schmied lives frugally until such time as he 
can afford luxuries—and even then the pos- 
sibility of a “rainy day” is kept in sight. 

A curious thing about the Swiss jewelry 
business is that—except in the most im- 
portant establishments—little use is found 
for diamonds. Rarely does a tiara or a 
diamond necklace change hands, while a 
really valuable ring may remain in stock 
for years and years—till it is as well known 
to those who daily glance at the windows 
as the shop itself. Nor are pearls in great 
demand, while the especially hideous “art 
nouveau” monstrosities—made from French 
models—also languish for want of pur- 
chasers. 

The heavy curb watch chain, on the 
other hand, is a sure seller, the demand, in 
short, being so constant that even the exclu- 
sive jeweler cannot afford to ignore the in- 
dispensable gaud, the possession of which 
is the great ambition of every male Swiss. 
The center link is a good inch in diam- 
eter and of proportional thickness, the ex- 
tremities tapering to quarter-inch links. 
Wealthy customers, of course, require gold 
chains, cheerfully paying as much as $300, 
or even $350, for the much-coveted posses- 
sion, which is worn stretched across the 
waistcoat from pocket to pocket; but the 
ordinary man of means is satistied with a 
$100 article. 

Those who can only afford silver make 
the most of their acquisition by hanging 
about it charms, shields, badges and lock- 
ets, the Swiss who has the largest collec- 
tion being thought highly of by his fel- 
lows. Indeed, a chain decorated with 
from eight to 15 appendages is an every- 
day sight—and an interesting one, too! In 
many instances the decorative chain repre- 
sents the savings of years.

its worth, and at all times be enthusiastic 
over it. How can this be accomplished ? 

The first thing for a buyer or a propri- 
etor to realize is that those salespersons 
that are worth while will not be driven 
into enthusiastic effort. Lead them into it, 
and they will work wonders to keep up to 
that lead. How can this be done? Easily, 
if you have the right kind of staff. If you 
have not it is up to you to get them. 

In the first place give your salesforce a 
chance to offer suggestions, particularly 
about anything in their own department, 
and also about anything that appeals to 
them as being a good change in any part of 
the store. Doubtless in many cases, espe- 
cially at first, these suggestions will be 
impracticable: in that case, explain the 
reason why to the clerk offering the sug- 
gestion—not forgetting to praise the spirit 
which prompted it. It will be found, if 
suggestions are freely offered, that a good 
bit of wheat can be separated from the 
chaff and used to good advantage.

Turning Transient Customers Into 
Regulars. 

i is variously estimated that from $100,- 
I 40,000 to $250,000,000 is spent in retail 


advertising alone every year in the Un'ted 
States. These millions are spent in an at- 
tempt to get customers into the store. This 
should be the aim of all retail advertising 
—to get the customer inside the door so 
that the goods may be shown and through 
good salesmanship sold. 

In a way every clerk tries to sell goods 
to these customers’ when they do come. 
Even the most inexperienced clerk likes to 
make sales. But in the greater number of 
cases there is no real salesmanship ex- 
hibited, no tact shown, and no real in- 
terest displayed. 

it seems too bad that after a jeweler has 
spent his good money in advertising to get 
a customer inside his door that_so little in- 
terest and enthusiasm are shown. The 
writer has seen an inexperienced clerk 
showing a customer high-grade bric-a-brac, 
while an older and more experienced clerk 
manifestedly made himself busy so that he 
had an excuse for not “butting in.” The 
customer “could not make up her mind,” 
but promised to call again, and was allowed 
to leave without purchasing. In half an 
hour she had made a purchase in another 
store of an article identically the same as 
had been shown in the first one. 

What is the result of this poor store- 
keeping? 

First, she is dissatisfied with the service 
of the first store and pleased with that of 
the second. 

Second, she will tell all her friends how 
poor a lot of “truck” the first store has, 
while she will extol to the skies the goods 
of the second. 

Third, she will go to the second store 
when next she desires to make a purchase. 

Now, this is rather a serious state of 
affairs and could have been avoided. Who 
can tell what it cost that store to get that 
woman into the store in the first place? 
Who can estimate the losses that store 
will make as the years roll by, not only in 
getting her trade but in having her in- 
fluence used against the store. 

It is no wonder that Marshall Field said: 

“The customer can do no wrong,” and 
“do no wrong to a customer.” Here a 
store, through its bad storekeeping, delib- 
¢erately wronged this customer by offering 
her poor service, 

The reasons why certain persons in a 
town or city do not trade at a particular 
Store are not very many. They can all be 
reduced to the following: 

(1) The store is not conveniently lo- 
cated. 

(2) Some other merchant has gained her 
confidence and she has become his regular 
customer, 

(3) She is dissatisfied with (a) appear- 
ance of the store, (b) service of the sales 


force, or (c) with some former purchase. 

There is no doubt that every one of these 
reasons can be nullified in regard to some 
of these persons who are not customers. A 
good advertising campaign will do won- 
ders in abrogating distance and in neu- 
tralizing location disadvantages. It will as 
easily wean lifelong customers from other 
stores. It will cancel all thoughts of dis- 
satisfaction and turn complainants into en- 
thusiastic partisans. 

The advertising campaign may do all that 
if it is carefully prepared and faithfully 
placed to advantage. Just what the cost 


of such a campaign will be depends largely © 


upon each individual case, local situation 
and circumstances governing largely in the 
matter. 

But with such an advertising campaign 
in force, and with one of the best stocks at 
the most reasonable prices on the shelves, 
the business can be destitute of results if 
poor store service is continued. 

“What can we do?” asks a jeweler. “We 
cannot have only expert salespersons on 
our staff; we cannot afford that. We must 
fill in from the inexperienced.” The mer- 
chant is right. There must be, to some 
extent, a few inexperienced, or, in other 
words, less experienced, clerks in all our 
stores. But we can so arrange our service 
that the inexperienced will not handle cus- 
tomers who desire high-grade or high- 
class wares, while the experienced sales- 
man serves customers who want a dollar 
spoon or polishes tarnished wares. 

Even when, as will often happen, the 
more experienced clerks are all busy when 
the next customer comes in, the inexperi- 
enced clerk should be allowed to hold her, 
by displaying goods asked for, only as long 
as it is necessary for some one of those 
engaged to become free, when he or she 
should immediately accept a transfer of the 
customer. This should be done pleasantly, 
and to all appearance it should be made 
to appear as if the exchange was done to 
please the customer. 

In every store there should be a series 
of signals, known to everyone in the store, 
to be used when necessary. If a young 
and inexperienced clerk gets Mrs. Hard-to- 
Please to serve and he finds he is not mak- 
ing headway, he should not get farther into 
her bad graces by persisting to serve her 
when an exchange of clerks can be made. 

The writer has seen this system carried 
out in many ways. He has seen it over- 
done as well as underdone. Every clerk 
knows almost from the moment a customer 
states her wants whether he is in “rapport” 
with her. He knows instinctively whether 
she feels he is unable to serve her rightly, 
and when possible he should have someone 
else serve her. But, on the other hand, 
after he has tired her out and tried her 
patience by showing article after article 
until he has exhausted the stock, it is rarely 
of any good to turn a customer over—ex- 
cept sometimes to the “boss” himself, and

then only when tne boss is a predominating 
personality in the establishment. 

The whole keynote of the store service 
should be to “please the customer at all 
costs.” If we can please and satisfy cus- 
tomers who come to our stores for the 
first time, we can easily build up a sub- 
stantial business. 

Regular customers must have first been 
transients, so to “turn transients into regu- 
lars” we must give them service that 
satisfies,

ADVERTISING AS A BUSINESS Force. A compilation 
of experience records by PauL Terry CHERING- 
rON, instructor in commercial organization in the 
Graduate School of Business Organization of 
Harvard University. Published by Doubleday, 
Page & Co. for the Associated Advertising Clubs 
of America. 569 pp., bound in cloth. Price, $2.00. 


HIS is a practical analysis of advertis- 
ing as a selling power and may fit- 
tingly be considered a worthy ref- 
erence book on the subject. The ac- 
tual experience of advertisers is nar- 
rated in clear English. There is no 
intent on the author’s part to present 
an original treatise on advertising. the book 
Deing rather intended to aid the advertiser 
and the student of advertising by a descrip- 
tion of the experience of others in attempt- 
ing to solve the problem of distribution. 
A notable feature of the book is the 
chapter on “Price Maintenance,” arguments 
pro and con being given. Among the 
cases cited are the famous Miles vs. Park 
decision and the Dick mimeograph decision. 
Shortly after the publication of the work 
came the decision of Judge Ray in the 
United States District Court (Waltham 
Watch Co, vs. Keene), upsetting all former 
opinions on the swbject of fixed prices. 
This case, however, is to be appealed. 
The advertising man will be much in- 
terested in the description of the various 
and sometimes amusing methods adopted 
by different manufacturers to uphold their 
prices. Other interesting chapters are: 
“Selling Problems of the Advertiser,” “The 


Relation of Advertising to the Distribution - 


System,’ “The Problems of Medium Se- 
lection,’ “Newspaper, Magazine, Out-of 
Door and Street Car Advertising,” “Ad- 
vertising and the Consumer,” “The ‘Regu- 
lar’ Retailer,’ “Advertising Problems of 
the New Types of Retailer,” “Advertising 
and the Wholesaler,” “The Manufacturer 
and His Advertising Problems.” “Trade- 
mark Problems,” “Disposal of Advertising 
Costs,” “The Advertising Manager,” “The 
Advertising Agency,” etc. 

The volume is really a sort of advertis- 
er’s book of cases, not unlike the lawyer’s 
volume of cases, and this ought to make 
it unusually valuable, since it contains facts 
and not mere empty theorizing.

Easter’s Message to the Jeweler. 
\KE up! Wake up! Why, Spring is 
here, man—and you still sleeping? 
Look around you. Nature is stirring. The 
frst faint green is pushing through the 
dead gray; one can actually hear the sap 
pulsing through the tiny arteries in these 
slender tips of the maple branches. ; The 
very air vibrates with the energy of the 
things that it enfolds; the hopeful young 
life of nature is dreaming of Summer g'ory 
and Autumn fruitage. ' 

Wake up, man! In face of this bustling 
and bursting forth in wood and field and 
stream, will you be laggard? Shame upon 
you to be outdone by the swallow, beaten 
by the violet, distanced by every one oi a 
million million blades of grass! Look, lis- 
ten and learn. Do you notice that the old 
leaves are pushed off the branches before 
the “new goods” appear? Nature always 
keeps her stock “clean.” And see how 
energetically she goes about her Spring 
housecleaning—washing her floors with 
mighty floods of rain, sweeping down the 
walls of her hills, scouring and polishing 
and shining-up in such ja public way that 
we should be given example. So paint up 
your dingy front, man, and dust out your 
dark corners, and make things sweet in 
your store, that you be not shamed by the 
great housekeeper who now is busy in 
cleaning all the things outside. 

Wake up! Wake up! For the real year 
of trade begins with Easter. The division 
of time, as arranged on the calendar, is 
purely arbitrary. Our present calendar was 
the wonderfully ingenious attempt of Pope 
Gregory XIII., in 1582, to correct the errors 
in the previous Julian calendar; and he ad- 
justed it so successfully that no further 
correction will be needed until the year 
6582, when one day will be “jumped” to 
take up the fractional losses in 5,000 years. 
Then the world will “keep time” for an- 
other 5,000 years. And if you do not wake 
up you will not be on hand to see it! 

3ut our calendar, while a marvelous re- 
sult of scientific study, is, after all, man- 
made, arbitrary, coldly scientific. Man said 
that the year shall begin on a designated 
day; and so it comes to pass that New 
Year’s Day will ever fall on Jan. 1 until 
ihe end of time. 

Nature has written the true calendar. 
She scorns man’s arbitrary ruling as to 
when the year shall begin. She makes no 
note of January First; but as Easter ap- 
proaches her great heart begins to throb— 
the beginning of her New Year is at hand! 
She is all a-quiver with excitement as she 
sends her messages to every root and bud 
and singing throat and beady eye; and 
across her forehead is written “Work and 
Trust.’ She bids the falling snow to turn 
to rain that flowers may blossom around 
the cradle of her infant year. Nature 
speaks to the heart of man at Easter and 

npels him, in a thousand various argu- 


ments to his senses, to acknowledge that on 
this day the real New Year begins—the 
New Year of the Christian faith, the New 
Year of the fields and forests, the New 
Year of man’s hopes and ambitions and 
dreams. 

Small wonder, indeed, that you and I 
failed to carry out the resolutions which 
we made on January First. What spur was 
there, other than our own wills, to drive 
us to a better road? What inspirations 
were there to arm us against our human 
weaknesses? The day itself commemorates 
no great event to lift our thoughts out of 
the rut of routine. It stands for nothing 
but the arbitrary pointing to a date finger- 
board; and a finger-board is not inspiring. 

But on Nature’s New Year’s Day what 
mighty impulses stir the heart of him who 
gives thought to its meaning and potency! 
The warming sun, the softening sky, the 
blossoming bough speak to him of the 
renewing of things—hold out to h'm their 
pledges of coming fruits and flowers. The 
old trees, gnarled and knotted, bid him take 
courage in making new resolves; for under 
their rough bark the new sap is even now 
hurrying through the old veins. And all 
the air is vibrant with a general hope and 
joy and promise. 

“Wake up!” shout all the multiplied ac- 
tivities of Nature on this her New Year's 
Day. Her infinite young voices call to you, 
“Begin!” Take courage, then, in making 
new resolves at this beginning of a new 
time; of a New Year, not so named by 
man, but christened by the invincible au- 
thority of Nature herself. 

You need have no doubt that you can do 
better things, whatever your present suc- 
cess; you must improve, or fall behind the 
general progress. ? 

If last year’s sapling is not growing it 
is dying. There is no standing still in 
trade; for standing still is going back when 
all the world is moving forward. Study 
where and how to fructify the barren 
places; make every spot yield its share of 
the harvest. Find your weak spots, that 
they be strengthened and made whole; de- 
termine where you are strongest, that you 
may still further cultivate your powers in 
that direction. And put yourself under a 
searching cross-examination, lay bare your- 
self to your own eyes, look into your prac- 
tises, study your business anatomy. Ask 
yourself some such questions as these: 

Are you quite sure that you are buying 
the right kinds of goods, at the right 
prices? Do you know right goods and 
right prices? Might it not pay to examine 
C’s goods, instead of “turning him down” 
when he calls? Are B’s goods low-priced, 
or are they cheap? Can you be sure that 
the difference in cost of A’s and D’s goods 
is their difference in value? 

What is the reason for the apparent suc- 
cess of Jones? of Smith? Why did Rob- 
inson fail? Why does Brown have so 
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much more country trade than you? Do 
you invariably tell the truth in selling? 

Why didn’t Mrs. Bullion buy her s‘lver 
set from you—was it a poor pattern, or 
poor salesmanship? Are you selling your 
proportion of watches? Are you asking 
enough for your repairing, and too much 
for your fashionable jewelry? 

Do you shave every day? Do you look 
happy and pleased with life? How much 
time do you spend in preparing your ad- 
vertisement? How much study do you give 
to advertising? Do you ever let the young 
fellow try his hand at the window? 

Do you systematize your work? Ever 
think about increasing the efficiency of 
clerks? Isn’t Mike too good a salesman 
to be kept at the bench? Is there a hearty 
loyalty on the part of all your employes? 
Do you ever figure on the results of bor- 
rowing to make the cash discounts? How 
old do your bills average? How much is 
due you that could be collected by judicious 
asking? 

Do you read the world-news, as well as 
the local news? Do you study the trends 
of trade? Do you go to the big city now 
and then? Do you get the larger view of 
things occasionally? 

These, and a hundred other various ques- 
tions, should be asked by the jeweler who 
would begin right at this beginning-time in 
the year of trade. If he is wise he will get 
outside himself for half-hours of solemn 
judgment on himself; he will wish, in Rob- 
bie Burns’ words, 

“O wad some power the giftie gie us 
To see oursels as ithers see us,” 
to the end that he might correct his short- 
comings and amend his practises. 

And his reward will be certain in the new 
year of trade which opens on this Easter of 
1913; for the portents of prosperity were 
never so easily read. Not a cloud-speck 
floats in the broad expanse of blue sky; 
the bright sun blazes in the zenith; the 
clock is on the stroke of XII. The hour 
waits the man.

THE CONNOISSEUR’S HANDBOOK. 


Definitions of Some Technical Terms in Gold and Silver Smithing and Ceramics 
Alphabetically Arranged for Easy Reference.

SainT-cLoup (Soft-porcelain). Letters- 
patent dated 1702 granted by Louis XIV. 
state: “Barbe Coudray, widow of Pierre 
Chicanneau, Jean, Jean-Baptiste, Pierre and 
Genevieve Chicanneau, brothers and _ sis- 
ter, children of the said Coudray and said 
Pierre Chicanneau and makers of the fai- 
ence and porcelain factory established at 
St. Cloud,” etc. This document states that 
this family “before the year 1696, had ar- 
rived at the point of making porcelain of 
perfect quality.” It refers to the fact that 
similar letters-patent ‘had been formerly 
granted to.a certain Saint-Estienne and his 
fabrique at Rouen, but that the manufac- 
ture of porcelain had stopped there and 
never reached the high quality of that of 
St, Cloud. In 1670 M. Morin was director 
of works at the Saint-Cloud factory. Dr. 
Martin Lister, an Englishman, visited the 
works and wrote high praises of the out- 
put, saying “I could not distinguish betwixt 
the pots made there and the finest China 
ware | ever saw. It will, I know, be easily 
granted me that the painting may be better 
designed and finisht (as indeed it was), 
because our men are far better masters of 
that art than the Chineses; but the glazing 
came not in the least behind theirs, not for 
whiteness nor the smoothness of running 
without bubbles. *°'* * Further, the 
transparency of the pots the very same.” 
The royal patent was for 10 years, and in 
1712 it was extended another 10 years, a 
Henri Trou being mentioned in the docu- 
ment. He was usher of the Antechamber 
to the Duc d’Orleans and had married (in 
1698) the widow Barbe Coudray. Such 
was the success of the factory that a fur- 
ther extension of the patent was granted 
for 20 years in 1722 to Trou and the Chi- 
canneau heirs. Disagreement followed this 
date, and Marie Moreau, widow of the 
younger Pierre Chicanneau, “started a fac- 
tory at Paris in the Rue de la Ville 
l'Eveque, faubourg St. Honoré. In 1742 
another 20 years’ extension of the patent 
was granted, during which period the Chi- 
canneau heirs and Trou were in continuous 
litigation against each other. At what pe- 
riod or from what causes the fabrication of 
soft porcelain at Saint-Cloud came to an 
end we do not know precisely, though it 
has been stated that the works were de- 


stroyed by fire in 1773 and that the pro- 
prietors did not possess sufficient funds to 
rebuild them. It may be remarked in pass- 
ing that Dominique Chicanneau is said to 
have made the first porcelain figures, and 
‘all other kinds of imaginable things,’ be- 
tween 1710 and 1724.”—Auscher. 
Characteristics: “The appearance of the 
Saint-Cloud porcelain is very characteristic. 
The paste is decidedly yellowish and of a 
fine and regular grain. The glaze is bril- 
liant, with but few bubbles, and very sel-

dom blistered. Sometimes pieces that have 
been insufficiently baked in the enamel firing 
(feu de moufle) have dull patches, espe- 
cially on the flat parts of the pieces. White 
pieces with some simple modeled ornament 
are quite plentiful, and include flowerpots 
of fairly large dimensions, cups, saucers, 
jugs, knife-handles, statuesque and gro- 
tesque figures; but the greater number are 
decorated with patterns in underglaze blue, 
the ornament being skilfully arranged to 
enhance the modeling impressed on the 
body of the piece. A small number of 
pieces are known in which green, red, yel- 
low, purple and a blackish brown are used 
along with the blue.”—Auscher. Of course, 
the Chinese porcelain’ forms and decoration 
in vogue at that period were largely imi- 
tated at first as in all the ear’y ceramic 


pieces when the newly imported Oriental 
ware was the craze of Europe. Burton 
mentions that “a great number of the 
Saint-Cloud saucers have an inner rim 
(trembleuse) designed to prevent the slip- 
ping of the cup upon the smooth part of 
the saucer.’ However, “no long period 
elapsed before European patterns made 
their appearance on these Oriental forms, 
and dainty scallop patterns (/ambrequins) 
and fine ornamental designs eloquent of 
French taste were soon used to decorate 
the cups, sugar basins and coffee pots. As 
a further refinement, delicate modeling of 
the piece was often indulged in, and in 
this way we get the typical Saint-Cloud

pieces modeled to resemble artichoke or 
lotus-leaves, which are so highly prized by 
connoisseurs. At the present time we have 
no knowledge of the gilded pieces or 
branched candlesticks mentioned by con- 
temporary writers. It is nearly impossible 
to fix the date of any piece of Saint-Cloud 
porcelain. The same patterns and the same 
decorations were produced over so long a 
period and the marks were so carelessly ap- 
plied. * * * The first mark used during 
the reign of Louis XIV. was a sun im- 
pressed in the paste. * * * It may be 
stated that all the pieces marked with the 
sun are in the style of the XVII century 
and are noted for their quality and the ele- 
gance of their outlines. Subsequently the 
pieces were marked in blue with the letters 
‘S. C.,’ with a small cross above and under- 
neath the letter ‘T.’ Sometimes numbers 
or detached letters are used in conjunction 
with this mark.’’-—Auscher.

SAINT-HONORE (soft-porcelain). On ac- 
count of dissensions among the Trou and 
Chicanneau family at the St. Cloud factory, 
Marie Moreau, widow of the younger Pierre 
Chicanneat, started a factory in Paris about 
1722 in the Rue de La Ville l’Eveque, fau- 
bourg St. Honoré. 

SAINT-LAZARE (cer.). The Paris porce- 
lain factory called Manufacture du Comte 
d’Artois, established about 1789, with Pierre 
Hannong as director, was located in the 
faubourg St. Lazare or the faubourg St. 
Denis. 

ST, PATRICK ARMS (her.). Argent, a sal- 
tire, Gules. 

SAINT-PORCHAIRE (cer.). Papillon states 
thus the chronological order of the dif- 
ferent names given this ware. “(1) Fai- 
ences Henri II, This first name was given 
these pieces on account of the cipher of 
Henri II. and of Diana of Poitiers which 
was found on several specimens. (2) Fai- 
ences d’Oiron. In 1864 M. Benjamin Fil- 
lon believed they should be thus named, 
relying on several documents that space 
does not permit enumerating here. (3) 
Faiences de Saint-Porchaire (Deux-Sév- 
res). In 1888 M. Edmond Bonnaffé, after 
new and fruitful researches, and after hav- 
ing refuted all the documents upon which 
M. Benjamin Fillon depended, was able, 
in some fashion almost certain, to attribute 
these faiences to Saint-Porchaire, and this 
is what this new denomination is based on: 
Several pieces are marked with the arms of 
Montmorency Laval, seigneurs of Saint- 
Porchaire. As to the cipher of Henri II. 
that often accompanies these arms, it is 
only explicable in the habit that the cour- 
tiers of this epoch had of repeating every- 
where they could the king’s cipher, as much 
to flatter him as to show their intimate de- 
gree with him. The manufacture of Saint- 
Porchaire does not appear to have lasted 
long (1525-1565), and we know absolutely 
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nothing about the name of the creator of 
this style.” 

The coat-of-arms of Francois de La 
Trémouille, Baron de Bressure, near the 
village of Bressure (and not far from 
Oiron),-is found on several pieces of this 
lovely faience, and “most of the armorial 
bearings delineated on the finest pieces be- 
long to other branches of the same family.” 
—Solon. More recently it has been claimed 
that some kind of proof would lead to the 
conception that this ware, after all, was 
produced near Paris, 

Solon thus describes the technique of the 
ware: “The piece, after it had been thrown 
and turned, was coated over with a film of 
fine white clay; the scheme of decoration 
was then impressed upon the still moist 
surface by the application of small stamping 
irons, and completed by filling in the im- 
pressed designs with diluted clays of red, 
yellow and black colors. Molded acces- 
sories and touches of variegated glazes 
were added at a later period. The whole 
was glazed over with a compound of lead 
and ground glass.” Each of the pieces “is 
an original creation, full of surprising nov- 
elty never rep2ated by the maker. Certain 
pieces loaded with great exuberance of ap- 
plied parts, and of somewhat imperfect ex- 
ecution, would seem to denote the interven- 
tion of some pupil or assistant.” 

Sixty-five pieces of this ware are known 
to be extant in private collections and mu- 
seums. The pieces have been classified by 
distinctive characteristics under three pe- 
riods of production, thus: Class I—Small 
pieces, “elegant, but of simple shape, com- 
pleted merely with an inlaid work of black 
and red clay.” Several tazzas decorated ex- 
ternally and internally come under this 
head. Class II—Various forms (jugs, salt- 
cellars, etc.), with relief-molded accessories, 
human figures, animals, architectural orna- 
ments, besides the inlaid work. This class 
includes 15 salt-cellars (all different, of 
course). Class I]I—Specimens of higher 
pretentions — complicated profiles, super- 
abundance of applied parts, with introduc- 
tion of variegated glazes colored’ with 
metallic oxides. Extraordinary candle- 
sticks, etc., come within this class, (One 
of the candlesticks fetched recently near 
£4,000.) Solon says there are no doubtful 
pieces of Henri IJ. ware. Imitations have 
failed, being either too coarse or too neatly 
finished. 

“The rare and matchless objects executed 
in that simple method are, nevertheless, 
perfect gems of the fictile art. A born ar- 
tist alone could have conceived the idea of 
producing a style of pottery so much in 
advance of anything that was made at the 
time. * * * Each work was an original 
creation, full of surprising novelty never 
repeated by the maker.”—Solon. St. Por- 
chaire or Henri Deux ware had a species 
of counterpart in the Japanese old ware, 
Yatzu-shiro yaki, on which the decoration 
was an inlay of white clay on the hard 
red paste body. 

Stephanos, 
a crown or garland. 

SAINTS-BELL (eccles.). “Same as Sac- 
ring-Bell.’—Mollett. See Sacring-bell. 

SALAM-STONE, “A name given to the blue 
Oriental sapphire from Ceylon.”—Mollett. 


SALER (Fr. saliére). Old English for 
salt-cellar. 

SALERE. Old English for trencher salt. 
“You are not to leave your spoon in your 
dish, nor dip your meat in the salere.’—The 
Babees Book (about 1475). 

“SALOPIAN WARE.” Same as Caugiiley. 

SALMON. In ecclesiastical art St. Ken- 
tigern or Mongho has been depicted holding 
a salmon, with a ring through its gills. 
(Husenbeth. ) 

SaLt. Old English term for salt-cellar. 
In old inventories the terms used are sal- 
sar, saltsaler, salte, saler, salere, etc. 

SALT-CELLAR (eccles.). “Covered vessels 
for containing salt (used to mingle with 
water when hallowed, and for other pur- 
poses) were found in all the large Sacris- 
ties.’—Pugin. York Minster inventory: 
“2 salt-cellars of silver gilt, with one cover.” 

SALT-GLAZE (cer.). A glaze obtained by 
throwing table salt in the potter’s oven 
when at its hottest. The salt is reduced 
to vapor and the sodium in its gaseous state 
attacks the surface of the pottery and pro- 
duces a fine layer of clear white glaze.

Commercial Law News. 





That it is no defense in an action for 
malicious prosecution for a wrongful search 
of a dwelling house that the affidavit of 
the party by whom the search warrant was 
secured did not in law authorize its issu- 
ance is declared in Chicago, R. I. & P. R. 
Co. vs. Holliday (Okla.), 39 L. R. A, 
(N. S.), 205. 

The firemen of a fire department in a 
city are held in Erickson vs. Great North- 
ern R. Co. (Minn.), 39 L. R. A. (N. S.), 
237, not to be the servants or agents of 
the person whose property they attempt to 
save from fire, so that their negligence in 
failing to take the proper course in the ex- 
tinguishment of the fire avails one who, by 
a negligent act, cut off the water supply by 
which the fire was being successfully sub- 
dued and thereby proximately caused the 
destruction of the property. 

That property is not taken without due 
process of law, contrary to United States 
Constitution, 14th Amendment, by the im- 
position of the tax authorized by New 
York Laws 1896, chapter 908, when prop- 
erty is transferred by deed intended to 
take effect upon the death of the grantor, 
is declared in Keeney vs. Comptroller 
(U. & Sen Co), SL RK. A CX..S), 
1139. All the authorities on the question 
of inheritance or succession tax on con- 
veyance to take effect after grantor’s death 
are collated in a note to this case. 

The statutory lien of a bank on its stock 
for indebtedness of its holder is held in 
Ardmore State Bank vs. Mason (Okla.), 
39 L. R A. (N. S.), 292, to be subordinate 
to that of the pledge of the stock, who 
takes it to secure a loan at a time when 
the holder is not indebted to the bank, 
where, to the knowledge of the bank, the 
pledge was in existence when it made the 
loan for which the lien is claimed. With 
this case is a note collating all the au- 
thorities on the question of priority as be- 
tween lien of corporation and pledge or 
bona-fide purchaser of corporate stock.

Regulators for Watches. 


THE regulator shown in Figs. 1 and 6, 
the subject of Swiss patent No. 54878, 


granted to the Tavannes Watch Co., Ta- 
vannes, Switzerland, comprises a piece a 
forming a spring, pivoted on the bridge D 
concentrically with the staff c of the bal- 
ance and held by the index dome d; this 
piece has one part shaped in the arc of a 
circle ¢, the V-shaped section of which is 
held in the circular groove f, also V-shaped, 
of a piece g, Solid with the index h, capable 
of turning freely on a screw 1, screwed to 
the end of a spring j, which is attached at 
k to the bottom of a hollow / of the 
bridge b, 

The spring 7 tends constantly to maintain 
contact of the piece g with the part e of 
the piece a, so that the latter can be drawn 
along by adherence by the piece g by acting 
on the index h. 

The piece a carrying the pins m of the 
balance spring, the regulation of the es- 
capement which commands the hairspring 
can be effected first by acting directly on 
this piece, from which the piece g will be 
for a moment diverted. The slight varia- 
tion in the rate is then easily corrected by 
acting on the index h, thanks to the con- 
siderable diametric difference between g 
and e, the piece g acting like a pinion on 
a toothed sector, which e represents. 

In practise the adhesion between g and e 
allows g to move e, but not e to move g, so 
that we have only to shift these two pieces 
to correct considerable variations in regu- 
lation by acting directly on the piece a. 

In the form of construction shown in 
Figs. 2 and 6 the piece a’, carrying the pins 
m’ of the hairspring, is solid, with two arms 
n supporting a spring blade e* arranged in 
the arc of a circle, following the center of 
pivotment of the said piece a‘ around the 
index dome d’; this blade e' is engaged in 
a groove f' of a piece g’, turning on a 
screw 7 screwed on the bridge D. 

Contrary to. the first form of construc- 


‘tion, the point of the index is, in this case, 


directed against the center g, pivoting on 
the piece carrying the hairspring pins, 
which permits of obtaining a great dia- 
metric difference between the conducting 
piece and the regulator pins, and in 


consequence of a sensitive regulation. 

In the example shown in Fig. 3, the piece 
carrying the hairspring pins m? is, outward- 
ly at least, circular and is only adjusted on 
half of the periphery of the index dome d?. 
The part ¢* of the piece a* can be drawn, 
by adhesion, by the piece g*, solid with the 
index h’, the flexible contact between these 





two pieces being assured by the piece a’* 
itself, which forms a spring. 

In this example one or the other of the 
two parts e? or g* may present the desired 
groove, the effect being, as in all the cases 
of the rest, the same. 

In the form of construction represented 
in Fig. 4, the piece a®, bearing the pins m’® 
of the hairspring, is in one piece, with a 
spring blade o ending in a circular arc part 
e*, the V-shaped section of which is en- 
gaged in a corresponding groove of a piece 
g® bearing the index hi’. 

In the four forms of construction de- 
scribed as examples, the form and the di- 
mensions of the various pieces of the regu- 


lator, notably of the groove of one of the 


two guiding or guided parts, may differ. 
The piece pivoting on the bridge and 
bearing the index may also shown only part 
of the arc of a circle, which would be in 
flexible contact with the other piece. 

The patent claim of the inventor reads 
as follows: “Regulator for watches and 
other timepieces, consisting, on the one 
hand, of a piece pivoted on the bridge con- 
centrically with the balance staff and bear- 
ing the balance-spring pins, and, on the 
other hand, of a piece pivoted on the bridge 
and solid with an index, characterized im 
that these two pieces have each at least one 
part in the are of a circle in flexible con- 
tact with each other, one of these parts in 
the are of a circle having a groove in which 
the other part is engaged in such manner 
as to ensure between them a sufficient ad- 
hesion so that the part solid with the in- 
dex can draw with it the piece bearing the 
said balance-spring pins. 

SUB-CLAIM. 


“(1) Regulator according to the descrip- 
iton, in which the index is directed against 
the center of pivoting of the piece bearing 
the hairspring pins. 

“(2) Regulator according to the descrip- 
tion, in which the piece bearing the bal- 
ance-spring pins is, outwardly at least, of 
circular form.”

First Users’ Right to Trade-marks. 

The secretary of the Association of Brit- 
ish Chambers of Commerce addressed a 
letter to the Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs on Dec. 5, 1912, conveying the 
terms of a resolution passed at the New- 
castle meeting of the association urging 
the government to press upon foreign gov- 
ernments the necessity of establishing a 
universal law that “first public user” shall 
be the fundamental condition of ownership 
of a trade-mark. The latter pointed out 
that in some foreign countries the present 
trade-mark laws are a hardship for manu- 
facturers, owing to the fact that priority 
of registration in these countries confers 
rights to the exclusive use of a trade-mark. 

The reply of the British Foreign Office 
was to the effect that the resolution will 
be borne in mind and the subject shall be 
brought up for discussion at the next in- 
ternationa! conference for the protection 
of industrial property.

Owing to the renewal of the derand for 
coral articles, importers and dealers are re- 
ceiving requests for simple tests by which 
the genuine coral may be determined from 
the imitation. It has been suggested that 
the jewelers teach some of these simple 
tests to their customers and thereby cause 
a greater appreciation of the genuine coral. 

The dainty models in Lenox china now 
on exhibit at the Astor House, New York, 
are attracting much attention from buyers. 
The display of this well-known Trenton, 
N. J., concern includes many patterns in 
a variety of treatments. Among the new 
offerings now being displayed are many 
pieces bearing the Dolly Madison decora- 
tion, in which the famous Lenox gray is 
utilized in combination with enamel and 
hand-painted rose pattern decoration embel- 
lished by the use of burnished gold bands. 
A specialty is made of new patterns in this 
treatment and the decoration is applied in 
overglazed effect. The Adams decoration 
is another new pattern which is attracting 
merited consideration. In this design the 
dainty ‘Lenox gray is also used in combi- 
nation with beautiful panel effects in blue. 
A special feature of this design is the 
splendid hand linework. This style of 
decoration combines a panel effect, in the 
center of which is a vase motif against a 
background of pink. Handles in solid gold 
effect help to make the pattern still more 
attractive. Another line embodying the 
Adams period decoration combines hand- 
painted roses with the blue and gray. The 
Virginian pattern, which met with a favor- 
able reception last year, is also being fea- 
tured. The Mount Vernon pattern, which 
was also shown last year, is still holding 
its own and popular favor, and is used on 
a variety of dishes. The mat flat gold dec- 
oration is pleasing in new ideas in combi- 
nation teasets, including a teapot, cup and 
covered pitcher. Combination cereal sets 
are also shown in this treatment. The line 
of service plates has been increased and in- 
cludes many new and pleasing offerings. 
On sandwich plates the dragon’s head is 
used as a decorative motif in combination 
with raised gold acid borders. The same 
plates in acid gold treatment are embel- 
lished with hand-painted studies of Ameri- 
can subjects, the work of William Morley, 
an artist of unusual ability. Taken as a 
whole, the exhibit this year is the best that 
this company has yet made in New York. 








Earl Foutz, of Dayton, O., who is serving 
time in the State Penitentiary, has appealed 
to the Board of Pardons in an effort to re- 
gain his liberty.
